The project
site has been subjected to high levels of
disturbance, and it is largely surrounded by
existing development, including roads, and
other disturbed land.

Site has been graded and lacks
suitable habitat, including ground squirrel
burrows. There are no burrowing owl records
from the adjacent, off-site MHPA and no
recent records from the vicinity (i.e., none
more recent that 2006). The nearest reported
historic burrowing owl records are two from
SanBios south of the project site and south of
Otay Mesa Road (the nearest being
approximately 500 feet from the site). There
are two more records from San SanBios just
west of Heritage Road, south of Otay Mesa
Road. Even farther out, are two more SanBios
records (one of which is also in the CNDDB)
from at Brown Field and south of Otay Mesa
Road, east of Cactus Road.
